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In Beirut; 38 
Reported Killed (Etrrlmlb Herald 
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BEIRUT, lebanon (AP) — Street 
battles between Palestinian guerrillas 
and lebanese Christian rightists in 
Beirut tapered off to sporadic clashes 
today after 38 persons were reported 
killed and 60 wounded by machine-gun 
and bazooka fire. 
Elsewhere in the Middle East, the 
Egyptian 
cabinet 
resigned 
and 
President Anwar Sadat prepared to 
form a new government to tackle 
domestic problems that have parked 
two riots this year. 
Banks and shops in the heart of 
Beirut were shuttered, and few per­ 
sons ventured out on the usually 
crowded downtown streets. Scattered 
clashes were reported continuing on 
the outskirts of the city, near several 
Palestine refugee camps. Clouds of 
smoke rose over several areas. 
The government said it had ordered 
security forces to “storm into the 
fighting areas and a rre st those 
responsible.” But the Interior Ministry 
reported only eight arrests by midday. 
General strikes closed Lebanon’s 
two other major cities, Tripoli on the 
north coast and Sidon south of Beirut, 
as their inhabitants expressed support 
for the Palestinian guerrillas. Armed 
men and burning tires blocked roads. 
According to casualty reports from 
government sources and the warring 
factions, 28 guerrillas, two militiamen 
of the right-wing Phalange party and 
eight lebanese civilians had been 
killed since noon Sunday. 
Three

and 
27

estinians were reported wounded. 
The fighting in Beirut began Sunday 
during the inauguration of a new 
Maronite Christian church which was 
attended by Pierre Gemayel, the 
leader of the right-wing Phalangist 
party, and many members of his party 
militia. They claimed they were fired 
on by Palestinian guerrillas. 
Palestinian leaders charged 
the 
Phalangists with ambushing a busload 
of 22 Palestinian civilians driving past 
the church on their way to a refugee 
camp. 
Initial reports in Beirut said a police 
armored car, a soft drink factory, a 
m en’s fashion shop and two offices of 
the Phalangist party were blown up by 
rocket grenades. 
The 
fighting 
underscored 
the 
Christian-Moslem tension which has 
come to lebanon as a result of the 
presence in the country of some 12,000 
Palestinian guerrillas. 
P rem ier Rashid Solh held an 
emergency cabinet meeting Sunday 
night, and some ministers suggested 
that the army intervene. Solh refused 
to declare a state of emergency and 
ordered the police to restore law and 
order, but the only police action 
reported during the night was the 
armored car hit by a bazooka. 
President Anwar Sadat of Egypt 
appealed for a “cessation of blood­ 
shed” in lebanon, and President 
Hafez Assad of Syria was reported in 
close contact with the Palestinian 
leadership. 


Fall Of Cambodia Near 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) — 
Insurgent forces were reported to have 
entered the western part of Phnom 
Penh today, and the fall of the Cam­ 
bodian capital appeared imminent. 
In South Vietnam, the embattled 
government claimed damaging blows 
to North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
forces at Xuan Ix>c and on other 
fighting fronts. 
Kyodo, the Japanese news agency, 
said its correspondent in Phnom Penh, 
a Cambodian, reported the entry of 
Khmer Rouge forces into the city. He 
said homes in the western sector were 
on fire, and residents were converging 
on the center of the city. 
The report also said a Cambodian air 
force T28 fighterbomber dropped two 
bombs on the military command head­ 
quarters about noon and flew away to 
the east. The report contained no 
further details, but an Associated 
Press dispatch from Phnom Penh con­ 
firmed the attack and said the plane 
apparently was flown by an air force 
pilot who had defected. 


An earlier AP dispatch said the 
Com munist-led 
insurgents 
were 
driving on Phnom Penh from east and 
west, and thousands of terrified 
civilians and deserting soldiers were 
flocking into the city. 


The refugees said the rebels were 
overrunning the airport four miles 
west of the city. Fleeing government 
soldiers said Khmer Rouge troops 
were pouring into the city, mingling 
with the refugees. 


Heavy fighting was reported within 
a mile of the road between the airport 
and the city. Insurgent troops were 
also pressing on government forces 
holding a thin line on the east bank of 
the Mekong River across from Phnom 
Penh. 
“We will never surrender,” Premier 
I/mg Boret declared. But it was ob­ 
vious that his forces could do nothing 
to stem the insurgents’ advance. 
On the South Vietnamese political 
front, Premier Nguyen Ba Can an­ 
nounced formation of a “government 


of union” that he claimed would have 
the cooperation of the leaders of the 
opposition to President Nguyen Van 
Thieu. But the major posts went to 
familiar supporters of Thieu, and 
political observers predicted the 
shakeup would not dam pen the 
demands for Thieu’s replacement. 


Thieu called for the U.S. Congress to 
approve President Ford’s request for 
more emergency aid for South Viet­ 
nam. He said Ford’s request shows 
“we shall be helped to the utmost if we 
are determined to fight Communist 
aggression.” 


All 
indications in 
W ashington 
pointed to a rejection of Ford’s aid 
request but speedy approval of his 
request for authority to use American 
troops to evacuate U.S. citizens from 
Saigon if necessary. Several lawmak­ 
ers were urging that the United States 
begin the evacuation before the use of 
troops becomes necessary. 
Spokesmen for the 
South 
Viet­ 
namese military command reported 


only sporadic fighting today around 
Xuan I/)c, the provincial capita) 40 
miles east of Saigon that has been the 
site of heavy action for nearly a week. 
The spokesmen claimed air strikes in 
the region killed another 120 North 
Vietnamese. Heavy casualties among 
government forces also have been 
reported. 


The fighting in the Xuan Ix>c area, as 
well as that in the Mekong Delta to the 
south of Saigon, is regarded as a test of 
whether the government forces would 
try to hold a line around the capital 
after abandoning much of the country 
to the Communists without a fight. 


The Saigon command also claimed 
375 North Vietnamese and Viet Cong 
were killed by ground forces and ar­ 
tillery and air .strikes near Phan Thiet, 
on the coast IOO miles east of Saigon. 
Military sources said there were also 
more sharp clashes in the delta near 
Thu Thua, a district town, and along 
Highway 4, the main road from Saigon 
into the delta.

They say they have discovered a 45- 
year cyclical pattern to the nation’s 
Astronauts 
Depicted 
In Capitol 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A painting 
of American astronauts blasting from 
earth and landing on the moon has 
tourists straining their necks in sur­ 
prise as they file through an antique 
Capitol corridor. 
With no public fanfare, a muralist 
hired by a Senate commission has used 
the space-age theme to fill one of 
several large ovals that were left blank 
by artist Constantine Brumidi nearly 
IOO years ago for history to complete. 
Virtually every other inch of the 
walls and ceilings of the long corridor 
was decorated by Brumidi, an Italian 
immigrant, with a vast and intricate 
display of the plants, birds, animals, 
insects, scenery and history of his 
adopted country. 
The new painting, by muralist Allyn 
Cox, shows the highlights of the moon 
mission which was climaxed on July 
20,1969, with the first landing by men 
on the moon. 
A view of the two astronauts setting 
up the American flag on the moon’s 
surface while the lunar module passes 
overhead is framed on the top by a 
view of earth seen from the moon and 
on the bottom by the rocket blasting off 
from the Cape Kennedy Space Center 
in Florida. 
The newly painted oval is framed in 
turn 
by 
wreaths 
of 
flowers 
in 
Brurnidi’s mid-Victorian style. 
Cox worked from photographs of the 
moon landing and from the actual 
spacesuits 
now 
owned 
by 
the 
Smithsonian Institution. 
The painting’s cost of $3,500 was paid 
by the Commission of 
Arts 
and 
Antiquities of the U.S. Senate. 
Brumidi worked in the Capitol from 
1855 to shortly before his death in 1880. 
Much earlier in this century, two 
diamondshaped spaces he had left 
blank were filled with paintings of the 
Wright brothers airplane and by the 
Spirit of St. Louis used by Charles 
Lindbergh to fly the Atlantic.

most severe tornados — a pie-slice­ 
shaped danger zone revolving slowly 
around a point near Piggott, Ark. 


Dr. T. Theodore Fujita says the new 
findings will help narrow down high 
tornado risk areas in advance each 
year, although weather scientists are 
still unable to predict precisely when 
and where individual tornados will 
occur. 
F u jita, 
who 
is 
professor 
of 
geophysical sciences at the University 
of Chicago, bases his findings on 
tornado records dating back to 1916. 
He says the findings will enable 
residents and Civil Defense authorities 
in high-risk areas to better prepare for 
killer tornados. 
Weather records reveal that most 
severe tornados have occurred in a 
more or less elliptical area centered on 
northeastern Arkansas. The ellipse 
extends northeast to lower Michigan, 
southwest beyond the southern tip of 
Texas, northwest into central Kansas 
and into the Florida Panhandle to the 
southeast. 
Fujita and his colleagues found that 
killer tornados tend to occur in only 
one pie-shaped quadrant of the ellipse 
during a given year. According to their 
findings, the high-risk quadrant is 
constantly moving in a clockwise 
direction, completing its cycle every 45 
years. 


Fujita said that his findings do not 
mean that major tornados cannot 
occur outside this high-risk quadrant, 
but that the chance of a disasterous 
twister within the quadrant is from 
three to five times higher than in the 
rest of the tornado zone. 


Currently, the high-risk quadrant 
takes in Kentucky, Tennessee and 
Alabama, as well as extreme southern 
Illinois, southeastern Indiana, central 
and southern Ohio, western West 
Virginia, northwestern Georgia, ex­ 
trem e w estern Florida and nor­ 
theastern Mississippi. 


As an example of the quadrant’s 
motion, Indianapolis would have been 
within it last year, while Memphis, 
Tenn., would have been a lower-risk 
zone. This year, Memphis is within the 
high-risk quadrant and Indianapolis is 
not. 
Fujita points out that Chicago was 
well within the high-risk quadrant in 
1967 when a tornado killed 31 persons 
and did an estimated $20 million in 
property damage in south suburban 
Oak Lawn. He said that the high-risk 
quadrant will next sweep over nor­ 
thern Illinois in about 2010. 
Fujita says he and his colleagues 
completed their research only last 
month, and that he will meet from 
Monday through Thursday with civic 
and civil defense leaders.

Personable I>ee Jackson left his 
plumbing contracting equipment in 
Grove City March 14 to “work a couple 
of days” at the Pickaway County 
Airport as a favor for Centurian 
Aviation, which manages the airport 
south of the city. 
And the plumber-turned pilot is still 
there, doing things and envisioning 
more as Airport Manager that he 
hopes will make the facility a major 
Pickaway County attraction. 
When Jackson first drove his van to 
the airport last month, he found a 
barren, but new, office building, weeds 
and other growth chocking the sides of 
the runway, and a hostile atmosphere 
towards the airport and pilots in 
general. 
But things have changed, thanks 
mainly to Jackson and his love of 
flying. 
There were a total of 14 operations 
(landings and take-offs) at the 4,300- 
foot runway in March. Figures for 
April, with the month not yet half over, 
show 110 operations. 
The 
good 
w eather 
is 
partly 
responsible for the increased activity, 
but Jackson himself deserves much of 
the credit. 
He has begged and borrowed odds 
and 
ends

Two Hot Issues 


LAS VAGES — Catching up with the 
Nev anda po litical situatio n can bo ggle 
the brain o f a tenderfo o t fro m the East. 
Fo r instances: 
1 — Lo ts o f wrangling in the 
Assembly , Carso n City , o v er Bill 17. If 
passed, it wo uld pro hibit smo king in 
elev ato rs, halls, cafeterias, hallway s 
o f public buildings, buses, libraries, 
museums, do cto rs’ o ffices, and ev en in 
the Assembly chambers. 
2 — Little o r no co ntro v ersy in 
Churchill Co unty abo ut the o pening o f 
the co unty ’s first two legal ho uses o f 
pro stitutio n. 
Whether smo king will be permitted 
in the bro thels apparently must await 
further legislatio n. 
Las Vegas Demo crat, J o hn Vergiels, 
who intro duced Bill 17, to ld Dennis 
Baughman o f the Rev iew-J o umal that 
o ppo nents o f his mo tio n sho uld “ put 
aside selfish, petty habits and v o te fo r 
the peo ple.” 
So me 6 5 per cent o f the to urists to 
Clark Co unty (site o f Las Vegas) do 
no t smo ke, he po inted o ut, and what he 
called a large percentage o f the peo ple 
in So uthern Nev ada hav e respirato ry 
pro blems. “ I do n’t think this is a 
laughing matter,” he said. 
But 
an 
asthm atic 
co lleague, 
Demo crat Llo y d Mann, say s the bill 
has beco me a jo ke and he’s v o ting 
against it, asthma and all. 
“ Refo rmed smo ker Bo b Ro binso n, 
D-Las Vegas, said the bill wo uld 
reduce the amo unt o f smo king in the 
state, tax es co llected o n cigarettes 
wo uld go do wn and o ther tax es wo uld 
hav e to go up to take up the slack,” 
Baughman’s repo rt co ntinued. 
“ It’s mo re impo rtant to sav e life 
than 
sav e 
the 
tax es,” 
warned 
Assembly man Lo nie Chaney , no t to be 
co nfused with Lo n Chaney . 
There is no such angry disco rd in 
wenching circles. The UPI’s man in 
Fallo n, Nev ., co nfidently led o ff his 
sto ry with: 
“ The 
Churchill 
Co unty 
co m­ 
missio ners are ex pected to appro v e 
the co unty ’s first two legal ho uses o f 
pro stitutio n Mo nday when a retired 
co ntracto r, a mo bile ho me dealer and 
a Califo rnia bar o wner appear with 
their applicatio ns.” 
Pro stitutio n 
was 
legalized 
in 
Churchill Co unty by a majo rity o f the 
v o ters in the No v ember electio n. The 
license fee has been placed at $1,000 a 
mo nth. 
The main debate o v er the measure 
seems to hav e been the matter o f 
lo catio n, no t mo rality . 
The first two applicants fo r licenses, 
the retired co ntracto r, go o d o ld Bert 
Wade fro m Minden, and the jo lly 
mo bile ho me dealer, Ro ss Pro ck o f 
Reno , were o riginally turned do wn, no t

because their pro po sed bro thels might 
be regarded as latter day So do ms and 
Go mo rrahs, but because they were 35 
and 18 miles fro m Fallo n. That was 
co nsidered to o much o f a drain o n 
Churchill Sheriff Dav e Bano v ich. 
Co uldn’t po lice the places pro perly (to 
check up o n smo king? ), it was argued. 
So , the two champio ns o f priv ate en­ 
terprises were to ld to find places 
clo ser to Fallo n. 
That they hav e do ne, which is a 
relief to Co unty Manager J im Carter. 
Had the bo y s held o ut fo r their o riginal 
sites, o ne o r two deputies wo uld hav e 
had to be hired to ride the range o f 
ro mance, and that wo uld hav e turned 
legalized pro stitutio n into a mo ney - 
lo sing pro po sitio n. 
“ Bano v ich said that the new 
lo catio ns are much mo re suitable,” the 
UPI m essaged. “ Carter agreed, 
say ing the o nly way to mo v e the 
bro thels much clo ser to the sheriff’s 
o ffice wo uld be to bring them into 


to wn. That, he said, is pro hibited by a 
state law barring bro thels within 400 
y ards o f a scho o l o r church. 


“ ‘The way Fallo n is laid o ut, 
ev ery thing in to wn is within 400 y ards 
o f a scho o l o r churcn — well, no , 
there’s o ne spo t o n the lawn o f city hall 
— but no t a v ery big o ne,’ Carter said.” 
Mo re applicatio ns are co ming in as 
the state mo v es into a new phase o f 
rev enue-pro ducing. A bartender fro m 
Napa, Calif., named A1 Biale, has his 
bid in, and it “ lo o ks go o d,” o nly ten 
miles o ut. Two fine y o ung defenders o f 
the Old West, Maurice Manha, a truck 
driv er, and J im Cro mwell, a heav y 
equipment o perato r, are also in line.

Yo ur letter is ty pical o f many that I 
receiv e. Fear o f surgery is o ften so 
great, a co nditio n that might be 
remedied in a sho rt while is per­ 
petuated until threatening co m­ 
plicatio ns o ccur. 
When chro nic gall bladder disease, 
with o r witho ut the presence o f sto nes, 
has been firmly established, surgery is 
the mo st effectiv e and rapid way to 
co rrect this painful co nditio n. 
Yo ur fear o f surgery can be eased if 
y o u discuss y o ur anx iety with y o ur 
phy sician and y o ur surgeo n. They will 
po int o ut that mo dern surgical 
techniques and the safety o f to day ’s 
anesthesia reduce the hazards o f this 
o peratio n. 
When their adv ice is taken, and after 
the pro cedure is do ne, y o u will be 
reliev ed o f the painful, incapacitating 
attacks o f gall bladder disease.

So many peo ple in the area where I 
liv e seem to hav e been bitten by the 
stingray fish in o ur waters. What is the 
best way to treat this bite?

Dear Mrs. D.: 
The injury inflicted by the sharp, 
needle-like barbs o f the stingray fish is 
particularly painful. So metimes, o ne 
o f the spines may be bro ken o ff and left 
beneath the skin. This can cause 
delay ed healing and the fo rmatio n o f a 
small ulcer. 


It is kno wn that the v eno m o f the 
stingray can be remo v ed 
fro m the 
bo dy with the applicatio n o f heat at the 
site o f the sting. Peo ple stung by the 
ray are urged to keep the fo o t o r the 
hand in ho t water fo r at least 45 
minutes. 


The water, o f co urse, sho uld no t be 
ho t eno ugh to bum o r injure the skin. 
Swimmers sho uld adhere to the rules 
set do wn by lo cal o fficials. If the 
stingray is kno wn to be prev alent at 
certain times it is better to stay o ut o f 
the water. 


Crime, Mercy

The Yangtze, 3 ,43 0 miles lo ng, is the 
lo ngest and mo st impo rtant riv er in 
China. 
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There are a lo t o f men waiting ir 
Death Ro w to be ex ecuted. So me hav e 
been waiting fo r y ears. The Supreme 
Co urt, in an ambiv alent decisio n, held 
that legal death was illegal — “ cruel 
and unusual punishment.” 
State 
atto rney s 
general 
and 
pro secuto rs by the sco re are anx io us tc 
test that ruling. These seekers o f 
justice are jo usting fo r po sitio n to be 
the first to resto re capital punishment. 
In Flo rida, fo r ex ample, Atto rney 
General Ro bert Shev in, who hardly 
seems like a blo o dthirsty lawy er, 
makes speeches to whip up public 
o pinio n fav o ring the resto ratio n o f the 
death penalty . 
Tho se in fav o r o f death recite the 
biblical injunctio n: “ An ey e fo r an ey e, 
a to o th fo r a to o th.” Tho se o ppo sed are 
called “ bleeding hearts.” 
In New Yo rk, o ne o f my regular 
assignments was to witness ex ecutio ns 
at Sing Sing. We sat in church pews. 
Each writer was a state witness. 
So metimes at 11 p.m. it was o ne man. 
The mo st was fo ur in o ne night. 
The threat o f punishment, whether it 
be a term o f impriso nment o r elec­ 
tro cutio n, is designed to deter o thers 
fro m deliberate wro ngdo ing. In many 
parts o f the So uth, the crime o f rape is 
punishable by death. This was 
designed, with little subtlety , to sto p 
the Negro male fro m mo lesting white 
wo men. 
No ne o f it wo rked. Racial rape was 
so abho rrent to the white man that he 
o ften swung the black o ffender fro m a 
tree, mutilated his bo dy , and burned 
and hanged him. To so me, it was a 
picnic. 
Almo st 20 y ears ago , I co v ered a 
trial in Tallahassee where — believ e it 
o r no t — fo ur white bo y s were charged 
with raping a black girl. The unspo ken 
argument was that a “ Nigger gal” 
can’t be raped. The jury fo und all fo ur 
guilty . They go t life. 
This leads to a serio us co nclusio n 
that the penal co des o f sev eral states 
are o utmo ded. They belo ng to the day s 
o f 
witchcraft 
and 
the 
Spanish 
Inquisitio n. No matter ho w sev ere the 
penalties, we hav e mo re and mo re 
murders, mo re and mo re armed 
ro bberies, mo re and mo re rapes. 
Crimes o f v io lence gro w faster than 
the po pulatio n. 
Ergo : priso n and death are no t 
deterrents. We wo uld do well to rev ise 
o ur state laws to co nfo rm to tho se o f 
o ur infant state — Hawaii. When I 
v isited Oahu State Priso n, mo st o f the 
cells were empty . 
Hawaii div ides felo nies into two 
catego ries: tho se in which a perso n 
was injured o r killed; and tho se 
witho ut v io lence — i.e., a bank teller 
caught stealing, o r co rpo rate o fficers 
o f public o fficials caught stealing. 
As a writer, I hav e studied crimes 
and trials fo r 3 0 y ears. I believ e that 


the death penalty sho uld be retained 
and enfo rced in the killing o f law en­ 
fo rcement o fficers. All o ther crimes in 
which v io lence is inv o lv ed sho uld be 
punishable by an indeterminate 
sentence — that is, no set number o f 
y ears fo r a giv en crime. 
Armed ro bbers in New Yo rk are 
caught repeating the crime while o ut 
o n bail fo r the first o ffense. Any crime 
which endangers the life o f a v ictim 
sho uld be punishable by co nfinement 
and treatment until the criminal is 
certified by qualified do cto rs to be 
ready to face life o n the streets again. 
Thus no man who uses a gun, club, 
knife o r o ther weapo n o n ano ther can 
regain his freedo m within a span o f 
time — let us say , fiv e y ears. If his 
pattern is v io lence, he sho uld remain 
in jail fo rev er. 
Each y ear we build mo re priso ns. 
Each y ear we send mo re peo ple away . 
Each y ear paro le bo ards — the true 
“ bleeding hearts” 
— free mo re o f 
them to prey o n us. 
Under o ur sy stem, o ne killing is 
really two — o ne by the felo n, o ne by 
o ur 
august 
co urts. 
The 
mo st 
hy po critical thing I hav e heard a judge 
say is “ — may Go d hav e mercy o n 
y o ur so ul.” 
On the o ther hand, if the Shev ins o f 
America win their case, and men are 
do o med to fry in bluish smo ke rigid in 
o ak chairs, then I suggest we do so me 
go o d and make films o f these deaths 
and use them o n TV so that po tential 
murderers may hav e a lo o k at what 
lies ahead. 
Until no w, we killed legally and 
secretly . Repo rters mo cked the 
sy stem when they wro te: “ The co n­ 
demned man ate a hearty meal.” In 
ancient Ro me, there were no jails. As 
many as 6 00 men were dy ing o n 
cro sses between Capua and Ro me o n 
any giv en day . It didn’t sto p crime. 
The Bible say s: “ An ey e fo r an ey e 
. . . ” It also say s: “ Blessed are the 
merciful, fo r they shall receiv e mercy

LAS VAGES — Catching up with the 
Nevanda political situation can boggle 
the brain of a tenderfoot from the East. 
For instances: 
1 — Lots of wrangling in the 
Assembly, Carson City, over Bill 17. If 
passed, it would prohibit smoking in 
elevators, halls, cafeterias, hallways 
of public buildings, buses, libraries, 
museums, doctors’ offices, and even in 
the Assembly chambers. 
2 — Little or no controversy in 
Churchill County about the opening of 
the county’s first two legal houses of 
prostitution. 
Whether smoking will be permitted 
in the brothels apparently must await 
further legislation. 
Las Vegas Democrat, John Vergiels, 
who introduced Bill 17, told Dennis 
Baughman of the Review-Joumal that 
opponents of his motion should “put 
aside selfish, petty habits and vote for 
the people.” 
Some 65 per cent of the tourists to 
Clark County (site of Las Vegas) do 
not smoke, he pointed out, and what he 
called a large percentage of the people 
in Southern Nevada have respiratory 
problems. “I don’t think this is a 
laughing matter,” he said. 
But 
an 
asthmatic 
colleague, 
Democrat Lloyd Mann, says the bill 
has become a joke and he’s voting 
against it, asthma and all. 
“Reformed smoker Bob Robinson, 
D-Las Vegas, said the bill would 
reduce the amount of smoking in the 
state, taxes collected on cigarettes 
would go down and other taxes would 
have to go up to take up the slack,” 
Baughman’s report continued. 
“Ifs more important to save life 
than save the taxes,” 
warned 
Assemblyman Lonie Chaney, not to be 
confused with Lon Chaney. 
There is no such angry discord in 
wenching circles. The UPI’s man in 
Fallon, Nev., confidently led off his 
story with: 
“The 
Churchill 
County 
com­ 
missioners are expected to approve 
the county’s first two legal houses of 
prostitution Monday when a retired 
contractor, a mobile home dealer and 
a California bar owner appear with 
their applications.” 
Prostitution 
was 
legalized

XENIA, Ohio (AP) — Many of 
Xenia’s 7,580 public school students 
are putting up with tem porary 
modular classrooms and split sessions. 
But school officials hope to remedy 
that situation with the aid of $1.3 
million in recently released state funds 
and $8.9 million in insurance money. 
School Supt. Carl Adkins said bids 
were already under consideration to 
replace McKinley and Simon Kenton 
elem entary schools, which were 
destroyed by the tornado that ravished 
this community last year. 
Adkins said he expected the board of 
education shortly to approve con­ 
struction contracts amounting to 
almost $2.9 million for the two schools. 
“We hope to break ground on those 
two buildings next week as a matter of 
fact,” he said. 
Two other schools destroyed by the 
twister Xenia High and Central Jr. 
High 
are 
also 
scheduled 
for 
replacement. 
Adkins said $5.5 million has been 
tabbed for the new high school and $2.5 
million for the junior high building. 
He said the city had spent $1.5 
njillion so far in repairing other 
schools damaged by the tornado. 
Taxpayers also voted a 7.2 mill 
operating hike last November to in­ 
crease the total millage for school 
operations and bond retirement to 30.2 
n tills. 
“This community has really pulled 


itself up by the bootstraps as far as the 
schools 
are 
concerned,” 
the 
superintendent said. 
Even students on split schedules 
grades IO through 12 in the morning 
and grades 7 through 9 in the afternoon 
won’t miss out on college. 
“Each session attends the state- 
approved minimum of five hours a 
day,” Adkins said. “This means our 
students will still be eligible for 
college.” 
Elementary and secondary school 
enrollment is down about 730 from the 
pre-tornado figure, but Adkins said he 
feels certain the number of students 
will grow as the city continues 
rebuilding. 


“A new plat has already been 
completed in the community and is 
moving along very rapidly,” he said.

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Letter I. Coleman, M D. 


I have had a number of gall bladder 
attacks. During an attack I am in 
agony. As soon as the attack ends I 
panic about an operation. Are there 
other ways of treating this condition? 
Mrs. T. I., Ohio 
Dear Mrs. I.: 
Your letter is typical of many that I 
receive. Fear of surgery is often so 
great, a condition that might be 
remedied in a short while is per­ 
petuated until threatening com­ 
plications occur. 
When chronic gall bladder disease, 
with or without the presence of stones, 
has been firmly established, surgery is 
the most effective and rapid way to 
correct this painful condition. 
Your fear of surgery can be eased if 
you discuss your anxiety with your 
physician and your surgeon. They will 
point out that modern surgical 
techniques and the safety of today’s 
anesthesia reduce the hazards of this 
operation. 
When their advice is taken, and after 
the procedure is done, you will be 
relieved of the painful, incapacitating 
attacks of gall bladder disease. 


So many people in the area where I 
live seem to have been bitten by the 
stingray fish in our waters. What is the 
best way to treat this bite? 
Mrs. B. D.,Fla. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
The injury inflicted by the sharp, 
needle-like barbs of the stingray fish is 
particularly painful. Sometimes, one 
of the spines may be broken off and left 
beneath the skin. This can cause 
delayed healing and the formation of a 
small ulcer. 


It is known that the venom of the 
stingray can be removed 
from the 
body with the application of heat at the 
site of the sting. People stung by the 
ray are urged to keep the foot or the 
hand in hot water for at least 45 
minutes. 


The water, of course, should not be 
hot enough to bum or injure the skin. 
Swimmers should adhere to the rules 
set down by local officials. If the 
stingray is luiown to be prevalent at 
certain times it is better to stay out of 
the water. 


Crime, Mercy

The Yangtze, 3,430 miles long, is the 
longest and most important river in 
China. 
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There are a lot of men waitmg it 
Death Row to be executed. Some have 
been waiting for years. The Supreme 
Court, in an ambivalent decision, held 
that legal death was illegal — “cruel 
and unusual punishment.” 
State 
attorneys 
general 
and 
prosecutors by the score are anxious tc 
test that ruling. These seekers of 
justice are jousting for position to be 
the first to restore capital punishment. 
In Florida, for example, Attorney 
General Robert Shevin, who hardly 
seems like a bloodthirsty lawyer, 
makes speeches to whip up public 
opinion favoring the restoration of the 
death penalty. 
Those in favor of death recite the 
biblical injunction: “An eye for an eye, 
a tooth for a tooth.” Those opposed are 
called “bleeding hearts.” 
In New York, one of my regular 
assignments was to witness executions 
at Sing Sing. We sat in church pews. 
Each writer was a state witness. 
Sometimes at ll p.m. it was one man. 
The most was four in one night. 
The threat of punishment, whether it 
be a term of imprisonment or elec­ 
trocution, is designed to deter others 
from deliberate wrongdoing. In many 
parts of the South, the crime of rape is 
punishable by death. This was 
designed, with little subtlety, to stop 
the Negro male from molesting white 
women. 
None of it worked. Racial rape was 
so abhorrent to the white man that he 
often swung the black offender from a 
tree, mutilated his body, and burned 
and hanged him. To some, it was a 
picnic. 
Almost 20 years ago, I covered a 
trial in Tallahassee where — believe it 
or not — four white boys were charged 
with raping a black girl. The unspoken 
argument was that a “Nigger gal” 
can’t be raped. The jury found all four 
guilty. They got life. 
This leads to a serious conclusion 
that the penal codes of several states 
are outmoded. They belong to the days 
of witchcraft and the Spanish 
Inquisition. No matter how severe the 
penalties, we have more and more 
murders, more and more armed 
robberies, more and more rapes. 
Crimes of violence grow faster than 
the population. 
Ergo: prison and death are not 
deterrents. We would do well to revise 
our state laws to conform to those of 
our infant state — Hawaii. When I 
visited Oahu State Prison, most of the 
cells were empty. 
Hawaii divides felonies into two 
categories: those in which a person 
was injured or killed; and those 
without violence — i.e., a bank teller 
caught stealing, or corporate officers 
of public officials caught stealing. 
As a writer, I have studied crimes 
and trials for 30 years. I believe that 


the death penalty should be retained 
and enforced in the killing of law en­ 
forcement officers. All other crimes in 
which violence is involved should be 
punishable by an indeterminate 
sentence — that is, no set number of 
years for a given crime. 
Armed robbers in New York are 
caught repeating the crime while out 
on bail for the first offense. Any crime 
which endangers the life of a victim 
should be punishable by confinement 
and treatment until the criminal is 
certified by qualified doctors to be 
ready to face life on the streets again. 
Thus no man who uses a gun, club, 
knife or other weapon on another can 
regain his freedom within a span of 
time — let us say, five years. If his 
pattern is violence, he should remain 
in jail forever. 
Each year we build more prisons. 
Each year we send more people away. 
Each year parole boards — the true 
“bleeding hearts” 
— free more of 
them to prey on us. 
Under our system, one killing is 
really two — one by tile felon, one by 
our 
august 
courts. 
The 
most 
hypocritical thing I have heard a judge 
say is “ — may God have mercy on 
your soul.” 
On the other hand, if the Shevins of 
America win their case, and men are 
doomed to fry in bluish smoke rigid in 
oak chairs, then I suggest we do some 
good and make films of these deaths 
and use them on TV so that potential 
murderers may have a look at what 
lies ahead. 
Until now, we killed legally and 
secretly. Reporters mocked the 
system when they wrote: “The con­ 
demned man ate a hearty meal.” In 
ancient Rome, there were no jails. As 
many as 600 men were dying on 
crosses between Capua and Rome on 
any given day. It didn’t stop crime. 
The Bible says: “An eye for an eye 
. . . ” It also says: “Blessed are the 
merciful, for they shall receive mercy

They need more attention when it 
comes to building designs, education, 
employment, medical assistance and 
housing. The tendency to divorce the 
physically disabled from the main­ 
stream of life is one of the biggest 
problems. 
I am an active 50-year-old, single, 
paraplegic, and I sure as hell don’t 
want to be left alone. I want to live, 
learn, work, and play. And I enjoy 
flirting with the opposite sex just as 
any other redheaded, healthy grand­ 
mother would-I just do it from a fast- 
rolling wheelchair.

legislative program, first passed the 
Senate in 1972, by a 3-1 margin. 
It came up again in 1973 during the 
first session of the 93rd Congress, was 
approved by a slightly smaller 
margin, and was sent to the House. 
The House, last year, refused by a vote 
of 211-204 to consider the issue on the 
floor after it was approved by the 
House Interior Committee. Jackson 
introduced both measures in the 
Senate and re-introduced the issue in 
the current session on March 6. 
There has been little debate so far 
over the latest bills, although hearings 
have been held, but there is much dis­ 
agreement over what the original bill 
would have done. 
Supporters say it would have en­ 
couraged, but not ordered, each state 
to devise a land use plan as an overall 
view of how its land areas should be 
used. Such a plan could list a state’s 
endangered environments and decide 
what areas could be developed, what 
areas could be farmed, and what areas 
must be left untouched. 
Supporters of Udall’s original bill 
say urban and suburban areas would 
be the most effected by the bill, but it 
has venerated the most interest, and 
opposition, in less developed areas of 
the West. 
The specter of more uncontrolled, 
unplanned sprawl is raised by Udall in 
his arguments for his proposals, just 
as his opponents raise the specter of 
bureaucratic bungling and invasion of 
property rights. 
“Before nightfall every day a whole 
range of decisions are made that effect 
a whole range of folks down the road. 
The home-builder, responding to 
pressure for more homes and the need 
to make a buck, finds 400 acres and 
builds homes. He’s made a decision 
that we don’t need it for farming,” 
Udall said. 
“Land use decisions are being made 
by all kinds of people and not with the 
longterm interests of society in mind.” 
Is land use planning necessary, 


Steiger is asked. 
“It’s absolutely critical,” he states. 
But, as he tells audiences and in­ 
terviewers and fellow congressmen 
over and over: “The federal govern­ 
ment can only compound this problem. 
If we have to have land use planning 
and we defer to the feds, we won’t get 
it. I happen to have minimal regard for 
federal expertise in anything.” 
How about the states and state 
government? Can they do it? 
“I don’t know of any state govern­ 
ment that has the competence,” he 
said. “It has got to come from the 
communities. The farther you get from 
there, the more arbitrary the decisions 
are and the less likely they are to be 
valid.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — A police 
spokesman said

patrolman who shot and killed a 17- 
year-old youth being sought for an 
alleged rape “ was under the im pres­ 
sion it was self-defense.” 
Lt. Dan Cash, chief of Cincinnati’s 
homicide squad, said Patrolman Greg 
Brown, 26, fired one shot when the 
youth flashed a 12-inch chain.

*Blue Collar Blues' M uted By Need For Incomes 


LORDSTOWN, Ohio (AP) - The 
young militants don’t sing the “ Blue 
Collar Blues” so loud at General 
Motors’ sprawling plant these days. 


The blues — complaints of boredom 
on the assembly lines, the need for 
change, the foremen who m istreat 
workers — have been muted by mort­ 
gages, car payments, grocery bills, 
fam ilies and a few years. 
“ A boring job is better than no job at 
all,” said Sam DiPetro, one of 2,800 
workers laid off at the plant that 
m akes all of GM's Vegas and many 
Chevrolet and GM vans. Some 1,900 
were due back today. 
When the most automated auto plant 
in the world opened here in 1966, the 
workers’ average age was in the early 
20s. It was still in the 20s during the big 
strike in March 197 2. 
Now the average age is over 30. 
“ They have other things on their 
minds now: car payments, m ortgages 
and fam ilies they have to support.” 
said Marlin “ Whitey” Ford, 33-year- 
old president of United Auto Workers 
Local 1112. 
Three years ago last month I^cal 
1112 struck the Lordstown plant set on 
rolling farm land on the edge of the 
Cleveland-Akron-Youngstown 
indus­ 
trial complex. 
The union blamed grievance and 
contract language for the walkout. 
W orkers voiced another reason : 
assembly line work was demeaning. 
Psychologists called it the “ blue 
collar blues.” 
Softly in the background in these 
recession times the blues wail on. 
“ There are some nights I can’t wait to 
get out of there,” said Jam es W. 
Forsyth, 29, a laid-off assem bly line 
worker. “ It’s the sam e thing over and 
over and over.” 
Ford, the union president, said: “ Of 
course, automation was an issue. It 
always is. But, the underlying thing 
was you had a different management 
that cam e in trying to run roughshod 
over people. The people fought back.” 
In O ctober 19 7 1, GM replaced 
Chevrolet Division and Fisher Body 
management at the plant with General 
Assembly Division executives. 
The division eliminated some jobs 
and combined others. The line was 
speeded up. Workers rebelled. Many of 
the 100 Vegas produced each hour had 
to go to the repair yard for broken key 
locks, slashed electrical cables and for 
parts that weren’t installed. 
The union walked out first in March 
197 2 for three weeks. In fall 197 4, union 
workers struck again and stayed off 
the job seven weeks. 
B ittern ess 
from 
that 
stru ggle 
remains. Forsyth said some Lords­ 
town workers are “ so down on GM 
they won’t even buy one of their cars. 
“ I’m sorry about that,” he said. “ GM 
feeds me and I‘m going to help them. I 
drive one of their cars.” 
But DiPetro, at 41 a representative 
of the older union faction, thought the 
crippled economy and the $240-a-week 
contract minimum wage had mel­ 
lowed some of the more militant 
workers. 
Management spokesman John E. 
Brincko thinks, too, that tensions have 
eased since 197 2. He also feels the blue 
collar blues were overrated, that the 
197 2 dispute was “ just a plain labor 
dispute.” 
“ We’ve never said the work isn’t 
monotonous,” he said. “ All jobs have a 
certain amount of monotony. Mine 
does and I’m sure yours does.” 
F o rsyth com plains m an agem ent 
still does not care about the workers. 
“ There’s not a great relationship 
between foremen and the workers like 
you would have in a sm all plant,” he 
said. “ When they come around and 
give you your check they ask you for 
your number, not your name. It’s 
demeaning, disheartening.” 
But Nick Schecodnic, a 30-year-old 
welder, finds management attitudes 
improved since 197 2. Schecodnic said 
he has noticed less arrogance since the 
plant held train ing sessio n s for 
foremen. 
“ I think they realized if they go in 


there with the old iron fist, the guys 
will stick together and, if they do, they 
would cause a lot of trouble,” he said. 
Workers once talked about assem bly 
line reforms. The traditional line with 
its simple repetitive tasks would be re­ 
placed by a team working under its 
own supervision that would assem ble a 
complete car. 


“ You don’t hear much of that now,” 
Schecodnic said, “ but it’s still in the 
back of their m inds.” 
Brincko said: “ That type of work 
could get 
as 
monotonous 
as 
the 
assem bly line. It is used in Sweden, 
and I think you’ll find the workers 
there have the sam e complaints.” 
Not every worker gets bored on the 
line. “ I happen to like the job,” said 
DiPetro, calling the assem bly line “ a 
challenge.” 
However muted the so-called blues, 
the workers still exchange complaints 
over a beer in a bowling alley on “ the 
Strip” 
of

restaurants between Youngstown and 
Warren. 
Paul Gustovich, 23, complained that 
foremen were tough. “ The way they 
treat people is an infringement of in­ 
dividual rights,” he said. 
Rocco DiCintio Jr., 25, added: “ I fell 
down and hurt my knee and the 
foreman made me work an hour until 
my shift was done.” 
“ As far as I’m concerned it’s not the 
automation, it’s the contract,” said 
I^ewis Cickelli, 22, a Lordstown worker 
since 197 0. “ Management just won’t 
live up to it. We have to be militant.” 
Ford hit the sam e theme earlier, 
com plaining GM wanted recalled 
workers to come on their own time to 
pick up their badges and get job 
assignm ents. “ That clearly is a con­ 
tract violation,” he said. 
Not all worker aggression is aimed 
at the com pany. Many w orkers 
complain of apathy in the union and 
contend Ford and other officers ran for 
union positions “ because it’s the best 


job in the plant.” 
“ There’s just no way you can please 
everybody,” said Ford. 
He added that while complaints 
against management may not be as 
loud, the basic causes of the lordstown 
strikes remain. 
“ They still don’t have that un- 


derlying feeling that you’ve got to be 
nice 
to 
p eople,” 
he 
said 
of 
management. “ They just don’t think 
that way. 
“ For a lot of our members it’s their 
first full-time job. They are either just 
out of high school or the service. When 
you push them they push back.”

Congressional budget m akers are 
projecting a government red ink figure 
of about $7 3.2-billion, a bigger deficit 
than President Ford says he can 
tolerate. Ford insists that $60-billion 
should be the limit for a deficit and 
warned that Congress threatens to 
send it up to $100-billion, which would 
be a disaster as well as gambling with 
the Nation’s economic strength. 


Talking about anything in term s of 
billions can m ake for confusion. But 
talking about dollars in the billions can 
be mind-boggling. 


So let’s look at it in term s easier for 
all of us to understand. 


A $100-billion deficit means that 
every day the Federal Government 
will pay out $27 4-million more than it 
takes in. 
A deficit that goes up $11 1 2-million 
an hour is ridiculous! But that will be 
the case with a $100-billion deficit. 
Even a $60-billion deficit is outlandish. 


The entire idea becomes even more 
ludicrous when you consider that just 
13 years ago, the entire Federal budget 
— not the deficit, but the entire budget 
— was just $100-billion. 


When government spends more than 
it takes in, it still must pay its bills. It 
pays those bills by selling Government 
debt securities and by borrowing funds 
from the sam e financial institutions 
that lend them out 
privately,

The 
seriousness of this situation dictates 
that Congress carefully establish its 
own priorities and determine jointly, 
with the President, spending levels for 
fiscal year 197 6, not arbitrarily, but as 
the year and the economic situation 
develop. Some “ pump priming” of the 
economy is necessary, however. 
1 believe Congress must use every 
discipline within its power to hold 
spending to reasonable levels and to 
the extent consistent with economic 
recovery. Otherwise, the inflationary 
impact will be too great to subdue. 
Given this rather dism al economic 
scene, the goals for economic policy in 
19 75, must be modest. We cannot hope 
to correct the economic wrongs of a 
decade within a single 
12 month 
period. 
The most we can realistically expect 
to achieve this year is to lay a sound 
b asis for a sustain ed , long-term 
recovery. In this regard, we should 
stress that what the economy needs 
now is a strong and steady growth 
towards full employment and capacity 
output so that we do not reinflate too 
quickly.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - A police 
spokesman said Sunday that the 
patrolman who shot and killed a 17- 
year-old youth being sought for an 
alleged rape “was under the impres­ 
sion it was self-defense.”

‘Blue Collar Blues' M uted By Need For Incomes 


LORDSTOWN, Ohio (AP) - The 
young militants don’t sing the “Blue 
Collar Blues” so loud at General 
Motors’ sprawling plant these days. 


The blues — complaints of boredom 
on the assembly lines, the need for 
change, the foremen who mistreat 
workers — have been muted by mort­ 
gages, car payments, grocery bills, 
families and a few years. 
“A boring job is better than no job at 
all,” said Sam DiPetro, one of 2,800 
workers laid off at the plant that 
makes all of GM’s Vegas and many 
Chevrolet and GM vans. Some 1,900 
were due back today. 
When the most automated auto plant 
in the world opened here in 1966, the 
workers’ average age was in the early 
20s. It was still in the 20s during the big 
strike in March 1972. 
Now the average age is over 30. 
“They have other things on their 
minds now: car payments, mortgages 
and families they have to support.” 
said Marlin “Whitey” Ford, 33-year- 
old president of United Auto Workers 
Local 1112. 
Three years ago last month Local 
1112 struck the Lordstown plant set on 
rolling farm land on the edge of the 
Cleveland-Akron-Youngstown 
indus­ 
trial complex. 
The union blamed grievance and 
contract language for the walkout. 
Workers voiced another reason: 
assembly line work was demeaning. 
Psychologists called it the “blue 
collar blues.” 
Softly in the background in these 
recession times the blues wail on. 
“There are some nights I can’t wait to 
get out of there,” said James W. 
Forsyth, 29, a laid-off assembly line 
worker. “It’s the same thing over and 
over and over.” 
Ford, the union president, said: “Of 
course, automation was an issue. It 
always is. But, the underlying thing 
was you had a different management 
that came in trying to run roughshod 
over people. The people fought back.” 
In October 1971, GM replaced 
Chevrolet Division and Fisher Body 
management at the plant with General 
Assembly Division executives. 
The division eliminated some jobs 
and combined others. The line was 
speeded up. Workers rebelled. Many of 
the IOO Vegas produced each hour had 
to go to the repair yard for broken key 
locks, slashed electrical cables and for 
parts that weren’t installed. 
The union walked out first in March 
1972 for three weeks. In fall 1974, union 
workers struck again and stayed off 
the job seven weeks. 
Bitterness from that struggle 
remains. Forsyth said some Lords­ 
town workers are “so down on GM 
they won’t even buy one of their cars. 
“I’m sorry about that,’’he said. “GM 
feeds me and I‘rn going to help them. I 
drive one of their cars.” 
But DiPetro, at 41 a representative 
of the older union faction, thought the 
crippled economy and the $240-a-week 
contract minimum wage had mel­ 
lowed some of the more militant 
workers. 
Management spokesman John E. 
Brincko thinks, too, that tensions have 
eased since 1972. He also feels the blue 
collar blues were overrated, that the 
1972 dispute was “just a plain labor 
dispute.” 
“We’ve never said the work isn’t 
monotonous,” he said. “All jobs have a 
certain amount of monotony. Mine 
does and I’m sure yours does.” 
Forsyth complains management 
still does not care about the workers. 
“There’s not a great relationship 
between foremen and the workers like 
you would have in a small plant,” he 
said. “When they come around and 
give you your check they ask you for 
your number, not your name. It’s 
demeaning, disheartening.” 
But Nick Schecodnic, a 30-year-old 
welder, finds management attitudes 
improved since 1972. Schecodnic said 
he has noticed less arrogance since the 
plant held training sessions for 
foremen. 
“I think they realized if they go in 


there with the old iron fist, the guys 
will stick together and, if they do, they 
would cause a lot of trouble,’’he said. 
Workers once talked about assembly 
line reforms. The traditional line with 
its simple repetitive tasks would be re­ 
placed by a team working under its 
own supervision that would assemble a 
complete car. 
“You don’t hear much of that now,” 
Schecodnic said, “but it’s still in the 
back of their minds.” 
Brincko said: “That type of work 
could get as monotonous as the 
assembly line. It is used in Sweden, 
and I think you’ll find the workers 
there have the same complaints.” 
Not every worker gets bored on the 
line. “I happen to like the job,” said 
DiPetro, calling the assembly line “a 
challenge.” 
However muted the so-called blues, 
the workers still exchange complaints 
over a beer in a bowling alley on “the 
Strip” of bars, night clubs and

restaurants between Youngstown and 
Warren. 
Paul Gustovich, 23, complained that 
foremen were tough. “The way they 
treat people is an infringement of in­ 
dividual rights,” he said. 
Rocco DiCintio Jr., 25, added: “I fell 
down and hurt my knee and the 
foreman made me work an hour until 
my shift was done.” 
“As far as I’m concerned it’s not the 
automation, it’s the contract,” said 
Ivewis Cickelli, 22, a Lordstown worker 
since 1970. “Management just won’t 
live up to it. We have to be militant.” 
Ford hit the same theme earlier, 
complaining GM wanted recalled 
workers to come on their own time to 
pick up their badges and get job 
assignments. “That clearly is a con­ 
tract violation,” he said. 
Not all worker aggression is aimed 
at the company. Many workers 
complain of apathy in the union and 
contend Ford and other officers ran for 
union positions “because it’s the best

MANSFIELD, Ohio (AP) — Seven 
Mansfield physicians seeking higher 
malpractice insurance coverage have 
declined to take all but emergency 
cases at Mansfield General and 
People’s hospitals. 
And some doctors in Toledo and ten 
nurse-anesthesiologists in Steubenville 
may refuse to handle elective surgery 
cases this week as the malpractice 
insurance crisis continues. 
Dr. David Massa, a member ot 
Anesthesia Associates of Mansfield, 
Inc., said Sunday the Mansfield doc­ 
tors are waiting until their level of 
protection is boosted to $2 million. The 
doctors’ policy for that amount expired 
last week, and they have been able to 
secure only $900,000 in coverage. 
Massa said he talked with some 
doctors in Toledo who may be in the 
same situation this week when their 
policy expires. Massa added that he 
expects all major cities in Ohio to 
experience the same problem by July.

everyone in the country,” Massa said. 
‘‘We’re willing to spend probably close 
to $100,000 for a year’s premium to 
secure $2 million in coverage. At the 
top, $125,000.” 
The physicians turned down a $2 
million policy offer Friday because the 
annual premium was $365,000. 
“We have a choice,” Massa said. 
“Either pass the cost of the premiums 
along to the patients or resist.”

In 
March, USDA said, milk cows were es­ 
timated at 11.176,000 head, down 16,000 
from February and 28,000 below the 
January inventory. 


The March estimate of cow numbers 
was 65,000 head below a year earlier, a 
decline of about six-tenths of one per 
cent. 
Despite the attrition of herds —■ 
which has occurred for more than two 
years — milk output in March, 
estimated at more than 10 billion 
pounds, was up four-tenths of 1 per 
cent from the same month last year. 
Production per cow was up, more than 
offsetting their decline in numbers. 
Officials said the March milkfeed 
ratio was 1.38 pounds, meaning one 
pound of milk sold by farmers was 
valued at enough to purchase 1.38 
pounds of feed concentrates for dairy 
cows. In February it was 1.33 and in 
March of last year the ratio was 1.49 
pounds. 


According to USDA records, the 
ratio last month was the highest since 
it was 1.48 pounds in May of last year. 
I ¿ast August, as feed prices soared, one 
pound of milk was equal in value to 
only 1.11 pounds of feed. By December 
it still was only 1.20 pounds. 
One department expert estimated 
that the ratio would have to average 
above 1.50 pounds for some months 
before dairy farmers seriously thought 
about 
boosting 
production 
sig­ 
nificantly. 


The March ratio was based on 
figures which showed that the average 
price of all milk at the farm was $1.87 
per 100 pounds, compared with $8.28 in 
February and $8.94 in March of last 
year. 
But the average cost of dairy feed 
bought by farmers dropped to $5.90 per 
100 pounds in March, down from $6.21 
in February. It was $6.02 per hun­ 
dredweight in March 1974. 
Department dairy experts said milk 
production is expected to hover close 
to year-earlier levels until late spring 
or even mid-year. After that, they said, 
much depends on 1975 grain harvests 
and prices.

dairy farmers, but officials say the 
profit outlook for milk producers still 
is sketchy. 
Consequently, says the Agriculture 
Department, the inventory of cows in 
milk herds continues to shrink. In 
March, USDA said, milk cows were es­ 
timated at 11.176,000 head, down 16,000 
from February and 28,000 below the 
January inventory. 
The March estimate of cow numbers 
was 65,000 head below a year earlier, a 
decline of about six-tenths of one per 
cent. 
Despite the attrition of herds — 
which has occurred for more than two 
years — milk output in March, 
estimated at more than IO billion 
pounds, was up four-tenths of I per 
cent from the same month last year. 
Production per cow was up, more than 
offsetting their decline in numbers. 
Officials said the March milkfeed 
ratio was 1.38 pounds, meaning one 
pound of milk sold by farmers was 
valued at enough to purchase 1.38 
pounds of feed concentrates for dairy 
cows. In February it was 1.33 and in 
March of last year the ratio was 1.49 
pounds. 


According to USDA records, the 
ratio last month was the highest since 
it was 1.48 pounds in May of last year. 
I .ast August, as feed prices soared, one 
pound of milk was equal in value to 
only 1.11 pounds of feed. By December 
it still was only 1.20 pounds. 
One department expert estimated 
that the ratio would have to average 
above 1.50 pounds for some months 
before dairy farmers seriously thought 
about 
boosting 
production 
sig­ 
nificantly. 


The March ratio was based on 
figures which showed that the average 
price of all milk at the farm was $1.87 
per IOO pounds, compared with $8.28 in 
February and $8.94 in March of last 
year. 
But the average cost of dairy feed 
bought by farmers dropped to $5.90 per 
IOO pounds in March, down from $6.21 
in February. It was $6.02 per hun­ 
dredweight in March 1974. 
Department dairy experts said milk 
production is expected to hover close 
to year-earlier levels until late spring 
or even mid-year. After that, they said, 
much depends on 1975 grain harvests 
and prices.

problems at a variety of institutions 
across Ohio jeopardize the safety of 
patients and staff, an investigatory* 
commission reports. 


A 40-page preliminary survey by a 
commission reporting to the Ohio 
Department of Health warns that in 
nursing homes, homes for the elderly 
and mental hospitals, nurses aides 
som etim es 
have 
respon sibilities 
beyond their capabilities. 


“ This can and does lead to patient 
and personal injury,” the commission 
wrote. 


In long-term care institutions, the 54- 
member group adds, “ the number of 
registered 
n urses 
and 
licensed 
practical nurses on evening and night 
duty is so low as to raise the question of 
patient safety.” 


Employment practices and working 
conditions at such institutions fail to 
attract and retain nurses, and salaries 
do not enable the facilities to hire spe­ 
cialists, the commission found.

Blacks Denied 
Broadcast 
Fairness? 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Ben­ 
jam in Hooks, the first black member 
of the 
F e d e ral 
Com m unications 
Commission (FCC), says blacks and 
other minorities have been denied 
fairn e ss in broad castin g because 
“ public interest has usually meant 
what 
was 
of 
interest 
to 
white 
Am erica.” 
Hooks, appointed by P residen t 
Nixon in 1972, defended the fairness 
doctrine, however, and warned that 
abolishing the code would be “ the 
worst single thing to happen in the 
whole history of U.S. journalism .” 
His rem arks, Saturday night at a 
regional workshop sponsored by the 
United Church of Christ, were aimed 
at attemDts bv Sen. William Proxmire, 
D-Wis., to have the regulation revoked. 
“ In my opinion, without the fairness 
doctrine, stations would revert to 
keeping off the air those opinions 
different from theirs,” said Hooks. 
“ Those who use the airw aves are 
public trustees. If you have a public 
trust, you must have accountability,” 
he added. 
“ For blacks and other minorities, 
the fairness doctrine has meant that 
we can hope the broadcasters will give 
us a few minutes to express our­ 
selves,” he said. 
The FCC fairness doctrine requires 
broadcasters to air opposing views on 
controversial topics of public interest.

The accident occurred a day after a 
fed eral judge refused to reduce 
Anderson’s five-year sentence on a 32- 
count conviction for conspiracy, ex­ 
tortion and income tax evasion.

Nicklaus emerged the winner, an 
unprecedented fifth Masters, his 15th 
major crown, the first leg on the only 
honor that still evades him — the 
elusive Grand Slam, encompassing the 
Masters, U.S. and British Opens and* 
the PGA. all in a single year. 
Nicklaus finished with a four-under- 
par 68 for a 72-hold score of 276 but 
called it “ the greatest Masters I have 
ever played, better than when I set the 
record (271) in 1965. 
Weiskopf, a tall princely man with a 
swing of graceful power, and young, 
tow-headed Johnny Miller, at 27 rated 
by many as Nicklaus’ heir apparent, 
were just one shot behind at 277, both 
barely missing birdie putts on the final 
green that would have tied them for 
the championship. 
“ I was just damn lucky,” a gracious 
Nicklaus said. “ Tom Weiskopf had a 
right to win. Johnny Miller had a right 
to win. Nobody gave it away. I felt a 
sense of history out there.” 
The 27-year-old Miller, Pro Golfer of 
the Year in 1974 and winner of ll tour 
tournaments in the past 11 Vs* months, 
came from ll shots back after the first 
two rounds to miss carrying Nicklaus 
into a playoff by a whisker.

Two policemen shot and killed the 
gunman when he ignored their orders 
to surrender and he fired into another 
auto. 
Police said there were indications 
the shootings were racially motivated. 
All of the victims were black and the 
gunman was white. He passed up at 


least one car with whites as he walked 
down a highway looking for another 
auto, said Police, Supt. Kenneth 
Watkins.

Michael Edward Pearch, 29, an 
unemployed carpenter who lived with 
his mother in nearby Silver Spring, 
Md.
